the great threat to peace," he said 
“In an atomic age it wou ld be n o th ­ 
in g short of d isastrou s.”

Political vs. Military Security 


It must be obvious to anyone giving the matter a 
second thought that the nation’s decision on uni­ 
versal military training and all other Issues concern­ 
ing national security will suffer from politics 
The same kind of politicians who made the fateful 
decisions on our security before the war began mast 
make the same fateful decision now that the war if 
over 
It Is pleasant to forget or was pleasant to 
forget while war continued 
that politicians came 
within a hair’s breadth of scuttling the selective 
service act on the eve of war. 
This is not to suggest that Congress Is not the 
proper place for the decision to be made; Cong re.s. 
must make the decision. But it can be made properly 
by Congress only if a majority of the members of 
Congress forego their preoccupation with politics and 
give at least half their attention to military security. 
If the War department and the Navy department 
are going to be held responsible for what happens 
when war breaks out, their opinions on w hat must 
be provided to enable them to do their Jobs are worth 
as much as the opinions of men afraid of repercus­ 
sions at the polls if they go contrary to public opinion 
Naturally, public feeling at this time is overwhelm­ 
ingly for liquidating World war II and getting all the 
boys home for Christmas, or quicker if possible. That 
Is why some proponents of military preparedness 
wanted to force Congress to make the decision on 
military training before the end of the war; they saw 
the reaction coming 
But if the apparent trend of public opinion were 
to prevail in all instances, Congress could disband 
Its Job could be done better by a continuous public 
opinion poll Congressmen are eliarged with responsi­ 
bility for the “common defense of the United States”. 
The nation’s military security Is in their exclusive 
control. 
It is possible that some of them might have a 
narrow squeak when they run for re-election if they 
decide to take the experts' word for it that America's 
military security calls for universal military training. 
Some of them might even be defeated on that issue. 
On the other hand, there might be members of Con­ 
gress who would rist' in stature if they put the 
vagaries of public opinion at the end of World war II 
aside and voted, as they lacked the courage to do 
after World war I, for the most obvious measure of 
preparedness to prevent World war III if possible, 
and if not, to win it with minimum loss of life and 
treasure.

Atomic Tests 


Navy officials are reliably reported to be plan­ 
ning an atomic bomb test in deep water to learn as 
much as passible about the effect of so great an 
explosion on fleet units. It Is probuble that if such a 
test can be arranged the public will learn of the 
outcome. 
But it will start a wave of interest in the other 
uses of atomic power 
The United States has wiped 
out a pair of Japanese cities and Is interested in the 
possibilities of massive underwater explosions. It ulso 
is interested in doing something constructive with its 
share of the knowledge about atomic power For the 
sake of argument, it might even be submitted by a 
skeptic that the greater part of its potential influence 
lies in its power to do good, though that possibility 
he 4 been pretty well concealed so far by interest in 
its lethal effects. 
It threatens to be kept concealed, moreover, if this 
and other governments are permitted to pursue their 
apparent intention of establishing an atomic energy 
monopoly with all decisions controlled by militarists 
More than the possibilities of atomic fission are 
being tested 
The ultimate test may be cf man’s 
ability to withstand his own moral fission.
